THE PAPAL SEA. 


FRANCE AND THE VATICAN MUCH BETTER 


TERMS. 


ROME, Dec. 16.—It is believed here that 
Count Lefevre de Behaine, the French Am- 

bassador to the Holy See, will shortly be re- 
called. He was never greatly liked by the 
Pope, and now 1s less in favor thanever. It 
is thought probable that his successor will 
be M. de Mouij, late Ambassador to King 
Humbert; M. de Marcere, Republican Sena- 
tor, or M. Laboulaye, recently Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg. M. de Marcere was in 
Rome several days in October, working up 
his candidature. M. de Moulj was here last 
year, and was received by the Pope. M. 
Laboulaye counts a good deal for his success 
on one of the attaches of the Embassy with 
whom he ts intimate. 

The Nuncio at Vienna has written to the 
Vatican saying that. the idea of an exile or 
modification of the regulations governing the 
conclave is very coldly received in diplo 
matic circles here and especially by the Em- 
peror. 

It is believed at the Vatican that Count 
Kalnoky’s speechin reference to the papal 
question was made under instructions from 
the Emperor, in orderto give some comfort 
to the Pope, in view of the mortification 
caused him by the pilgrim disorders in Octo- 
ber. Atthe same time care was taken not to 
give the least offense to Italy. Cardinal 
Rampolia thinks the speech hada tripie aim; 
toalienate France from the Pope, and vice 
versa;toalarmthe Quirinal, banishing any 
idea of arapprochement with France and 
Russia, and at the same time to shake the po- 
sition of Cardinal KRampolia himself, who is 
no favorite with the leading spirits of the 
Triple Alliance. 

On the conclusion of the trial of the Arcp- 
bishop of Aix, instructions were dispatched 
to the Nuncio at Paris to adopt an even more 
accentuated policy of pacification. The

REASONS’ WHY THE SPEAKER SHOULD 
NOT SELECT MILLS. 


Outlines of a Bill for freé Coinage—Dem- 
ocratic Senate Committee Assignments 
—Reciprocity With British West Indies 
—Proceedings in Congress To-Day— 
Notes From the National Capital 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 16.—The impres- 
sion grows that Springer of Illinois will be 
placed atthe head of the Wgys and Means 
Committee, and thus assume the leadership 
of the Democratic majority in the Lower 
House of the Forty-second Congress. 

There are several weighty reasons why Mr. 
Crisp should not make Mills chairman of this 
important committee. One of these Is the 


evident purpose of the Texan not to yield to 
the wish of the majority of his party in Con- 
gress, expressed in the election of Crisp, to 
refrain from an attempt to pass an entire 
new tariff bill. 

Another reason is the probability that Mills 
will resign from the House to accept a seat 
inthe Senate. Then there is a sectional 
question which has considerable weight. 
Crisp isa Southern man. To place Mills of 
Texas at the head of the most important 
committee of the House, is to select bot 
Speaker and leader from the region south of 
Mason and Dixon’s line, and once more put 
ewe South in the saddle of the National Legis- 
ature. 

There is not the least doubt that if left to 
a vote ofthe Democrats of the House to-day 
Springer would easily defeat Mills for the

Northern Democrat in the House. He is the 
only one who was supported for the Speaker- 
ship, Hehas had long experience, under- 
stands thoroughly thetariff reform require- 
ment of the great West, is in hearty accord 
with the views of the Speaker regarding the 
policy to%e pursued, and is pre-eminently 
qualified for the exalted position. 
PARTY POLICY. 

In an interview witha newspaper repre- 
sentative on the palicy to be pursued by his 
party on tariff legisiation, Mr. Springer says: 

**Agenerai revision of the tariff at this ses: 
sion of Congress, is impracticable, if not 
absolutely impolitic. A bill providing for 
such a revision could not be completed and 
brought before the House before the middle 
of April. It would be discussed in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House for several weeks 
and perhaps two or three months, as was the 
Mills pill four years ago. 

**The Senate wouid require time for its con- 
Sideration, and the consequence would be 
that Congress would be Kept in session till 
the latter part of September or the ist of 
October. A general revision of the tariff sub- 
mitted to a popular vote with so little time 
for its consideration would result inevitably 


| in the defeat of the party responsible for it.

OF POISONED WHISKY. 


Surprises to Be Sprung by the Attorneys 
for the State—Much Interest Attaches 
to the Coming Testimony of Conrad 
and Detective Hansom--What Has 
Been Proved-—The Accused. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 6.—When Judge Ris- 
ing’s court convened to-day, toresume the 
trial of Dr. T. Thatcher Graves for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Josephine Barnaby in April last 
by means of poisoned whisky.

It was in 1877 when she 
first met her. They and their mother and 
Mr. Barnaby frequently visited at her house, 
She accompanied Mrs. Barnaby on 
her California trip at the latter’s request, 
The witness went on that she arrived tn Den- 
ver with Mrs. Barnaby in July, and both 
attended the wedding of young Mrs. Worrell, 
From here they went to San Francisco, and 
this witness returned to Denver alone on 
April 7. Mrs. Barnaby was met by @ 
woman in San Francisco who recommended 
her to a doctor. Witness thought it very 
strange and spoke to the clerk of the hotel 
about it, but Mrs. Barnaby decided to remain 
and be treated by this doctor.

SPRINGER AND MORRISON. 


Attacks upon the, representative of, the 
Springfield (1ll.) District for no other 
Offense than his voting with the majority 
of his party for CRISP, and being in the 
line of promotion to the Chairmanship of 
the Ways and Means Committee, are not 
only wholly gratuitous but exceedingly 
ungracious, coming from a paper which 
pretends to speak for Democracy.

A Split in the Democratic Conventions 
Very Probable—The Capital Filled 
With Heelers of the New Orleans In- 
iquity—The Candidates for Governor 
on the Ground, | 


BATON RovuGE, La., Dec, 16.--For years the 
Democratic party has held undisputed sway 
in Louisiana, but the Convention here to-day 
threatens to mark a new era in the history of 
the organization.

Foryears the lottery men have run 
things witha strong hand. They have con- 
trolled the patronage of the State, and lot- 
tery influence has made and unmade officials 
from Governor down to members of the po;

In New Orleans the Lottery Co. dominates. 
It controls the ward bosses and by their in- 
fluence it secured a complete victory at the 
recent primary elections. The entire seven- 
teen wards of the city, representing 139 votes 
out of the 640 in the State, voted solidly for 
McEnery, the Lottery candidate for Gover- 
nor. Itis well known that bribery and cor- 
ruption gained the victory. 

ALL ON THE GROUND. 

Since Sunday night every train has brought 
delegates tothe convention and the city is 
full of Democratic politicians from all quar- 
ters of the State. But Democratic principles 
are notatstake. There is but one issue—the 
Louisiana Lottery. At the meeting of the 
State Central Committee yesterday it 
was reported that the antis would 
bolt and refuse to go intothe session forthe 
selection of a temporary chairman of the 
convention, But this action was not taken. 
Ifthe bolt comes it will come after the Con. 
vention has begun its work. The men from 
North Louisianaare as ardent anti-lottery 
menas the New Orleans men pro-lottery. 
The wild blood of the North Louisianians has 
been stirred up to fever heat and it will take 
but very little to make them break out in 
open warfare. 

Gov. Nicholls is a strong anti-Lotteryite 
and anupright, honorable gentleman who 
would do nothing illegal to favor either 
friends or foes. 

Irthere is nota scene of bloodshed there 
will assuredly be a bolt which will put two 
Democratic candidates in the field, a proand 
an anti-lotteryite. The third party, known 
as thea People’s Party, who favor the Ocala 
platform, willthen undoubtedly nominatea 
candidate. A Republican candidate will also 
be put forward, and he may receive a larger 
vote than itis Delleved possible for a Repub- 
lican to obtain. 

Numbered among the anti-lotteryites are 
many of the men who were prominent in the 
affairs of Sept. 14, 1874, and who were also 
leaders on March 15 of the present year, 
when the parish prison was attacked and the 
Mefia murderers of Chief of Police D. C. Hen- 
nessy were killed.

Adams, the anti- 
lottery candidate for Governor, are in the 
minority, as the credentials now stand, and 
there is little doubt that Judge Samuel D. 
McEnery, the lottery candidate, will be de- 
clared the nominee of the regular conven- 
tion. Both candidates are here to-day and 
will be gop when the convention opens at 
2 o’clock this afternoon.

Louls, you know—but he is a man for 
whom we all have the greatest resgect, and 
we are delighted at his success. Mr. Hudson 
is an honor to Detroit, and it is very gratify- 
ing to us to learn how highly he is regarded 
here. This morning he showed us all through 
his building himself, and I could but remark 
his bright, cheery manner and his acquaint- 
ance with all of his employes, even the cash 
boys, and the most menial of his force being 
called by name and wished akindly good 
morning.

MINING CONVENTION. 


Proceedings of the Interstate Meeting at 
§ Pringfield. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 16.—Interest in the 
Interstate Mining Convention atthis place 
continues to increase anda large number of 
additional displays were placed in order last 
evening and the work of arranging further 
displays is still going on. 

Prof, G. C. Broadhead ofthe State Univer- 
sity senta paper on coal deposits which was 
read at the afternoon session. The paper 


was criticised considerably, some of the dele- 
gates claiming that the Professor’s con- 
clusions were based on investigations of a 
rather remote date. 

At4o’clock Mr. M. H. Chamberlain of St. 
Louis was introduced and delivered an able 
speech on railroad extensions, which was 
crowded with forcible arguments and was 
throughout avery practicable presentation 
of the situationin the Southwest. He sug- 
gested three things, as follows: First, draw 
a line westward from St. Louls to Nevada on 
the Missour!, Kansas & Texas Railroad, a 
distance of 190 miles. This cuts substantially 
in halves a country included between the 
Missouri Pacific and ’Frisco, with an average 
distance of about twenty miles on either side 
of the line in the entire distance. There 
would be but a single railroad crossing. 
Along this route there are elght 
counties containing a population of 
110,600, withouta mile of railroad. Another 
route would be represented by a line drawn 
from St. Louis to Fort Smith, Ark., a dis- 
tance of 272 miles. with a branch 122 miles in 
length, leaving the Fort Smith line on the 
southern border of Missouri. This would 
shorten the distance between St. Louls and 
Little Roek seventy-three miles, and would 
traverse counties containing 141,221 people, 
with but one railroad crossing in the entire 
distance. The third line suggested was from 
Springfield, Mo., to Grand Tower on the Mis- 
sissippl, a distance of 175 miles. Mr. Cham- 
berlain claims that the three lines can be 
built and put in operation at an average of 
$20,000 per mile. 

The night session was formal, with an 
elaborate discussion of tron ores in South- 
west Missouri, by Assistant State Geologist 
Frank L. Nason of Jefferson City.

vention this morning. He is greatly pleased 
with the prospects tn Southern Missourt and 
Northern Arkansas, and says that transpor- 
tation is the only thing needed to make this 
the richest mining section in the United

The men demurred 
at this proposition, but they sdy the Captain 
and mate drove them from the boat with 
hickory clubs. The Captain excused this 
proceeding by saying that he had a letter 
from Burke telling him to put the men off 
there, as the quarries were not being worked. 
They afterward learned, they claimed, that 
Burke had seen the Captain and had soad- 
vised him, 
APPEALED TO THE MAYOR.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 16.—The Navy 
Department seems to have taken on a war- 
like mood. The principal naval authorities 
have for some time given the impression that 
they were spoiling for a fight. Perbaps It 
was largely with them a caseof the wish 
being father to the thought, but at allevents 
they are talking war fortissimo just now. 

From the talk in the department It appears 
that intimations have beenreceived from 
good authorities In and about Chill that the 
Chilians are delaying their response to our 
demand for information concerning the Val. 
paraiso incident forthe purpose of gaining 
time in which to prepare for war with this 
country, and that they will continue their dl- 
latory policy so as to make these preparations 
as complete as possible. The inference 1s 
that if Chilli can persuade the United States 
to wait a few weeks longer, or until the most 
formidable new war vessel of the Chillan 
fleet, the Captain Pratt, is completed and 
equipped, she will be better prepared for 
hostile demonstrations. The situation thus 
outlined was discussed with eagerness at the 
Navy Department this afternoon, and the 
opinion was freely advanced that President 
Marrison would most likely take measures to 
checkmate Chili in this matter by sending @ 
special message to Congress within the next 
two weeks, reciting the fact that explanation 
and reparation had beend demanded of Chill 
without avail, and if the reparations 
asked be not speedily forthcoming 
action be taken at once. The wisdom of 
this course, it is argued, would be apparent, 
because it would take the Chilians shoft- 
handed and would prevent them from getting 
possession of the Captain Pratt. This vessel 
is now bufiding in France and cannot be 
finished in less than two months, or more. 
If meanwhile, President Harrison and Con- 
kress should declare war against Chill, it 
would prevent France from delivering the 
Pratt to Chill and would save New York and 
other Atlantic cities from the danger of bom 
bardment by that vessel. In case of war be 
tween the two countries the advantage of 
this move would be manifest. 

The Navy people say that thisaction is what 
may be reasonably expected from the Pres! 
dent, and they point to passages In his recent 
message to Congress as indicating it. They 
also profess to have received tntimations 
that the Chillans have been lately communal: 
cating with French builders with a view to 
hurrying along the construction of the Cap 
tain Pratt. 

The sentiment among public men to-day 
regarding this matter is far less warlike than 
that which pervades the Navy Department. 
leading Senators and Kepresentatives be- 
lieve that the preferable course of action 
would be to give Minister Montt his passport, 
recall Minister Egan and terminate oficial 
intercourse with Chili unless she speedily 
Comes to terms.

SOME UTTERANCES AT THE CUMBERLAND 
CHURCH EXTENSION CONFERENCE. 


Rev. A. H. Whatley’s Remarks About 
Mexican Missionary Work Bring Out 
the Comments—His Statement—Miss 

' Duffield’s Interesting Tali on Missions 
in Japan. 


At the Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
Extension Conference held at the Lucas ave- 
nue church, corner of Lucasand Channing 
avenues, this morning some very interesting 
discussions were held anda great deal of in- 
formation exchanged. Some references made 
to Roman Catholics wasthe feature of the 
proceedings. Rev. B. fT. Mitchell of Oxford, 
Miss., presided over the meeting and several 
brothers present assisted with pray- 
ers. After rendering some _ sacred 
songs the regular programme was 
aken up.” The first subject discussed was 
the very interesting one of missions in Japan. 
Rev. Jas. Laughton was expected to speak, 
but failed to appear, so Miss Bettie Duffield, 
who has for six years been a missionary in 
Japan, took his place. She spoke of her work 
in the land of the celestial. She is a little 
women, witha gentle voice and very quiet, 
pleasant manners. 

MISSIONARY WORK IN JAPAN. 

‘‘What we need in Japanare workers. We 
pray for more workers to go about among 
the people and preachthe gospel. One of 
our Japanese elders just before I left came 
tomeand said, ‘When you goto America 
tellthe board to send us men. We have 
schools, education and those things. What 
we want are workers to preach the gospel.’ 
We bave four ministers in Japanand it isa 
terrible burden for those men who bave to 
go among the Japanese and work. Dr. J. B. 
Hiale has been there for fifteen years and has 
worked there all the time. He is now prac- 
tically an old man, although he Is only 43 
years of age. He is coming to America 
now, and when he gets here you 
will see on his face how he 
has worked. Sometimes he is gone for six 
weeks ata time, not staying in the same 
place two nights. He preaches every night 
and sometimes in the afternoons. Then at 
all times he is answering questions from the 
people. These people become so interested 
geome times that they stay until2o’clock in 
the morning. We have workers in Osaka, 
Wakayama Kobe and other places. The min- 
isters are atthe big towns and the women 
sent out tothe interior. This is done because 
the men must beina position to go to all 
parts of the country whenever itis necessary. 
I was at Wakayama for five years, and can 
tell more about that place than any other. It 
isacity of 61,000 inhabitants, and for a long 
time I was the only missionary. I know 
once a minister saidto me: ‘What, only one 
good-for-nothing little woman like you for 
all those people, it is an outrage.’ 

‘*T liked the place and loved the work. The 
Japanese are all very Kind and gentle and 
the Christian Japanese are all missionaries. 
At one time 1 was called toa little townlof 
about five hundred people. When we got 
there I found the ministers. could not come, 
and I had no oneto preach. The Mavor of 
the town cametome. He wasnot a Chris- 
tian, Wut his wife was. He told me 
I must preach, as he had advertised 

the meeting in all the neighboring towns 
] told him I could not preach, and he was 
very sadly disappinted. Finally, just as I 
was ready to give up, a young Japanese 
Christian came in and sat next to me. I 
asked him to preach. le said, ‘I can’t 
preach. I have only been a Christian two 
years.’ I said, ‘You can tell why youarea 
Christian, and why your heart has chan¢ged,.’ 
He tried it and ,made a very good 
sermon. Then we had a splendid 
meeting. Some men were seated abouton 
mats on the floor and others crowded about 
the doors. After a little while I saw one 
man sitting silent and knew he was thinking. 
Then he spoke and said: 

‘**TIt must be true it this American woman 
has come all the way here to do this work 
she must havea great truth In her heart, and 
J believe her.’ It was a great thought, but 
Itold him the lovein my heart was jot like 
that of God.’’ 

Miss Duffield concluded her address by an 
appeal to all for men strong enough to take 
the fleld in Japan, to guide the work and help 
those already there. Sheexpectsto go back 
to her work in the spring, when she hopes to 
be well enough to work again after the illness 
which tompellied her to come home for a 
while. 

Miss Duffleld’s address brought out some 
very enthusiastic suggestions from the con- 
ference, and also many suggestions as to the 
best means of making missionaries. Bro. 
D. H. Bockman asked if {t was possible for a 

roung man to make a living by teaching Eng- 

ish while he 1s learning Japanese. Miss Duf- 

field answered that she knew several young 

men who taught English in the Japanese 

Government Schools at 100 yen a month, and 

had thereby learned to talk Japanese and 

made theirown living. They had all since 
that time joined the various missions. 
MEXICO DISCUSSED. . 

Rev. A. H. Whatley took the platform on 
the subject of missionary work in Mexico. He 
said: 

‘*Mexico has about ten million inhabitants, 
and 5,000,000 of them are spiritual, financial 
and intellectual paupers. I was glad to hear 
Miss Duffield speak of the needs of Japan. 
With us itis different. Weneed money, and 
lots of it; not five and ten dollars but thou- 
sands. Wemust have church buildings put 
Up by American money and equipped with 
American teachers and ministers supported 
by the beard, whose hands shall be free and 
whocan work all the time. In Mexico the 
people do not send for preachers. No, you 
must take the people and take their igno- 
rant minds and educate them to the point 
where they want religion. We must have 
schools and churches and that fs the 
strongest aim ofour work. Other churches 
are there which have big schools and these 
are gaining rapidly: The best work being 
done there is -by Bro. Lawyer, wh® hasa 
school there which isa great success.’”’ 

Rev.Whatley was very practical in his ideas 
about the needs of his field. He said the peo- 
ple would notcome to churches unless they 
were large and attractive, as there are big 
churches in Mexico, and unless good ones are 
provided the peopic willnot yo there. For- 
eign preachers were always listened to most 
attentively , perhaps because they were 
somewhat novel. 


COMMENTS ON ROMAN CATHOLICS. 

At the conclusion of Kev. Whatley’s address 
the following remarkable discussion oc- 
curred: : 

**4V ould it not be as well to concentrate eur 
work upon the poor, ignorant Roman Cath- 
Olics here and give them the light of God in- 
stead of spending so much money on Mex- 
ico’’* asked one brother. 

**Yes,’’ replied Rev. Whatley, ‘‘but here 
the leaven of truth is working inthem and 
there are brothers hereto guide them into 
the right path.’’ 

Another question asked was how they had 
such magnificent churches in Mexico if the 
people were so poor. ’ 2 

Rev. Whatley said: *‘All these churches are 
old, some of them hundreds of years old. 
They were bullt by tithes. Every man, if he 
only makes 25 cents a day, must give $1 out of 
every $10 he makes to the church. I know one 
incident which will illustrate it. An old man 
of great wealth had refused to pay his tithe 

and when he died his son followed his exam.- 
ple. Finally the son wanted to get 
married and went to the priest 
and told him  ~of it. The _ priest 
went to the confession of the young woman 
rightaway, and between them they would 
notlet the young man marry until he had 
paid an enormous sum. He could not pay it, 
some $15,000, but he paid a large partofit. I 
have an instrument of torture In my satchel, 
which I bought in my townthere with which 
these ignorant Catholics scourge themselves. 
A friend of mine has a rope with wire barbs 
init which one of his converts was made to 
wear by the priests asa penance. She wore 
itaround her waist next to the flesh. It is 
true there are paar thousand Koman Catho- 
lics who need the lightof God, but they are 
coming into the fold.’’

A Former St. Louis Priest’s Death. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 16.—Rev, Richard 
J. Fitzgerald, C. M., pastor of St. Joseph’s 
Roman Catholic Church in thiscity, died at 
1:30 this marning at Hotel Dieu, after a long 
and painful illness of cancer ofthe liver. He 


was first taken sick while on avisit to St. 
Louis in June last and was removed to the 
Sisters’ Hospital, where he soon improved 
sufficientiy to journey farther north. At 
Chicago disease again overtook him and he 


sought refugein St. Joseph’s Hospital. He 


was brought back tothiscityin October, but 


never again was from his bed. 


Father Fitzgerald was born in Cork, Ire- 


land, in 1833, and landed in Boston twenty 
years later. In 1857 he became a novice at 
the Catholic school—the Basseus—at -Perry- 
ville, Mo. Here he went through a philo- 
sophical and theological course, after which 
he went to St. Louls, where he was ordained 
tothepriesthood by the venerable Arch- 


bishop Kenrick on May 30, 1863. He remained 


in St. Louls until he was appointed assistant 
at the Internal Seminary of the Congregation 


ofthe Mission at Germantown, Pa. In the 


latter part of 1879 he was placed in 
charge of St. Joseph’s Parish, in_ this 
city. Since his advent into this community 


he made the education of the children of his 
section of the city a particular study. He 


established the st. Joseph’s Commercial 


institute for boys on Marias street, near 
Tulane avenue, in charge of the Christian 
Brothers, alsoa Parochial School for colored 
children. The girls’ school is in charge of 


the Sisters of Charity and is very effectively 


managed. But the greatest work which he 
undertook was the completion of the new St. 
Joseph’s Church. He labored tirelessly in 


this cause and his only regret in death was 
that he had not been able to complete it. 


DEATH OF JAMES CULLINANE. 


A Well Known Old Citizen of St. Louis 


Passes Away. 
James Cullinane died to-day at his home on 


Dickson street and Jefferson avenue, sur- 
rounded by the members of his family. His 
death was the peaceful end ofa well spent life. 
James Cuilinane was born in Cork, Ireland, 
in 1805, where he was for some years con- 
nected with the! police or constabulary. He 
came to this country in 1865 and settled in St. 


Louis, which has ever since been his home. 
Hie was possessed of shrewd business judg- 
ment and industry. 

Iiis firststartin business was made ina 


very humble way. He went about to the

HIS NOTE OF EXPLANATION TO MR. |

**When this letteris opened I will be far away 
from you, Troubles which are far too many and 
complicated to admit of a detailed ee have 
made it necessary for me to leave my home.

Spaunhorst refuses to make public, and 
the letter concludes with these words: ‘‘I 
hope that Providence will bless me in 
my new abode, wherever it may be, 
and enable me‘to retrieve my losses and 
satisfy my debtors. I may then come back to 
my old home and be able to hold up my 
head.’’ 

The circumstances surrounding the dis- 
appearance of Mr. Steinhaufel 


been for a number of years a dealerin stoves 
and tinware, his place of business being on 
O’Fallon between Ninth and Tenth streets. 
He was a prominent member of St. Joseph’s 
parish. 

His business was supposed to have been 
very prosperous, and the news of his de- 
parture was a@ great surprise to his friends.

Spaunhorst said: ‘‘Il was quite surprised at 
hearing he had left the city, as I was with 
him fora long time Sunday, and although 
he was very down-hearted and spoke of his 
financial troubles he said nothing about go- 
ing away that night. He fully intended 
leaying, thongh, for as you sve the letter is 
dated Dec. 10, although the post-mark shows 
it did not reach the Post-office until3a. m. 
Dec. 14. He must have dropped it intothe 
box as he left town that night. 

‘*Why did he leave?Well,be has been gloomy 

and despondent for some time past on ac- 
count of family and financial troubles. I 
should judge from his letter that be- 
ing unable tomeet his financial obligations 
he has gone off somewhere to try 
and build up his broken fortunes. It does 
seem a queer proceeding. I think his mind 
is practically deranged. I heard that someone 
answering his description had purchased a 
tickets to St. Paul Sunday evening and I tele- 
graphed to three of my friends to look out 
forhim. Iwrote tothem this morning tell- 
ing them if he can be found to bring him 
back to 8t. Louis. Iam sure that we can put 
him on his feet again. He should have told us 
about. his financial troubles and we would 
have straightened them outfor him. The 
reason why I issued the attachment against 
the stock wasto keep other creditors from 
swooping down onthe store and selling the 
goods at a sacrifice.’’

THE MARQUIS OF HARTINGTON wuHo 
~~ ga8 ARISTOCRATIC INSTINCTS. 


A Cavendish by Direct Descent and by 
Taste and Education-—The Succession 
Likely to Fail After the Present Mar- 
quis’ Death. 


Lowpow, Dec. 7.—In no country tn the 
world except England could such a man as 
the Marquis of Hartington be produced or con 
tinue,year after year,without any effort on his 

rt, to hold a commanding influence among 
nis countrymen. Ne ts the very embodiment 
of the aristocratic instinct which Hes atthe 
core of the nationa! character. It civesa 
good idea of the so! of English soclety to 
notice that the Cavendish family have been 
tn the first rank for more than 500 years, with 
very little change intheir position, except 
that their wealth has steadily tncreased and 
their connections have steadily become more 
powerful. Sir John Cavendish, a direct an- 
cestor of Lord Hartington, was Lord 
Chief Justice In 12366, and was elected Chan- 
cellor of the University of Cambridge. Lord 
Hartington’s father, the Duke of bevonshire, 
is Chancellor of the University of Cambridge 
at the present day. It was John Cavendish, 
a son of the Chief Justice, that actually kined 
wat Tyler, the leader of the rebels tn Richard 
7.6 reign, and was Knighted by the Kingat 
gmithfield, the scene of his exploit. During 
the stormy days of Henry VIII.’s reign, when 
to be very prominent was about as risky as 
trying to swim the rapids of Niagara, the 
Cavendish family not only kept their heads tn 
more senses than one, but laid the foundations 
of their present grandeur. Inthe civil war 
itwas just the same. They took an active 
part on the side of the popular liberties, but 
refused to go to extremes, and the result was 
that at the restoration they were ratsed to 
the ducal rank and loaded with fresh weaith 
and honors. There have now been seven 
dukes of Devonshire in unbroken succession, 
and every one of them has been a Knight of 
the Garter, the highest distinction tn the em. 
pire. Thisisarecord which no other family 
can show, and it speaks volumes for the char- 

, acter of the men and for the sturdy qualities 
” “of the breed. 

VALUABLE ESTATES. 

They have always been at the head 
ot the Whig, that ts, the moderate LIb- 
erals, and especially of the progressive and } 
enlightened section of the landed 
gentry, who are really the back- 
bone of the British people. Thetr } 
enormous estates are the best managed in 
the Kingdom, and whflethey keep up their 
own palatial residences with princely splen- 
dor, they take care that their tenants and 
laborers have nothing to complain of. During 
the worst troubles in Ireland they drew an 
income of $850,000 a year from thetr Irish 
properties, andthe bitterest land-leaguers, 
in their attacks on landlords, always made 
an exception in favor of the buke of Devon- 
shire. Chatsworth tis probably the fnest 
residence of a private person in Europe. Yet 
it is only one of six great historical seats of 
the Cavendish family, the others being Hard-

LORD OF THE ADMIRALTY AT 30, 

Apart from his unique family sition, 
Lord Hartington has made for himseif a very 
notable record. He isnot at alla brilliant 
man, and, like all his family, he ig very re- 
tiring, and naturally disposed to shrink from 
conflict orexertion. Yet he inspires confi- 
dence in others, and has such a thoroughness 
in all he does, that he has been extraor- 
dinartiy successful all through Hfe. 
He was only 24 when he was first electeda 
member of the House of Commons, yet two 
years later he moved a vote of want of confl- 
dence in Lord Derby’s ministry, and carried 
it by a good majority, an almost unparalleled 
feat forso younga politician. At the age of 
30 he was made a Lord of the Admiralty, and 
for twenty-two years afterwards he held 
high office in every Liberal cabinet that was 
formed. Without ever pushing himself or 
asking for anything he came to be looked 
upon as indispensable, and such high posts 
as Secretary of State for War, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland and Secretary of State for India 
were absolutely thrust upon him. Inall of 
them he acquitted himself excellently and 
proved an immense strength to his party and 
a valuable servant to his country. hen 
Gladstone retired from public life in a fit 
of the sulks in 1875, Lord Harrington was 
unanimously chosen leader of the Liberal 
-party; and when Gladstone changed his 
mind shortly afterwards and wanted to come 
back again Lord Hartington was the first to 
welcome him and became once more his most 
loyal Heutenant. It was only when Gladstone 
surrendered to the Irish party, after the de- 
feat of his ministry in 1885, that Lord Hart- 
ington separated from him. He became 
leader of the Liberal Unionists, and tn that 
Capacity has done more than any other man 
to preserve the union of the kingdom, He 
has deliberately shut himself out from office 
because he is more useful to the country 
as an independent leader; yet he does 
more hard work than if he were a min- 
ister, without getting any pay or honors 
for it, as chairman of all the most important 
and laborious committees and commissions. 
Within the last few weeks he has refused the 
splendid position of First Lord ofthe Treas- 
ury with $25,000a year, and is engaged for 
many hoursaday inthe dreary and unpaid 
drudgery of the Royal Commission on Labor. 
He hasarare faculty of getting on with all 
sorts of people, yet no man knows less of the 
arts of popularity, while his mere personal 
aa decidedly disagreeable to those 
who do not understand his blunt, honest 
sg, Fe was Henry Labouchere who said what 
he.liked about Hartington was his ‘‘You-be- 
damned-ness;’’ and no other phrase could 
express half so well his indepéndent, out- 
spoken ‘bulldog manner towards all and 
sundry. He is one of the few men who habit- 
ually tell the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth, without the slightest 
regard for thelrown interests or anybody 
else’s convenience. 

CHURCHMAN AND SPORTSMAN. 

In his private life Lord Hartington ts rigid- 
ly just in all his dealings, strictly honorable 
himself and requiring everyone else to be so, 
very generous with money, but most unos- 
tentatious and simple in his habits. Heisa 
religious man in the quiet old-fashioned way, 
without a particle of cant; and during the 
sitting of Parllament he may often be seen 
Stepping briskly through Dean’s yard or the 
Cloisters, on his way to attend service un- 
noticed in Westminster Abbey. Yet he loves 
race @#orses and all Kinds of sport and is 
equally well known on theturf,in the hunt- 
ing field oratthecovert side. He is fond of 
good eating and drinkingand gets as much 
enjoyment out of life generally as most men; 
but he is always moderate, and always gov- 
erned by a senseof duty. Ina word, heils 
essentially a well balanced man. 

It remains to be added that Lord Harting- 
ton is full of human nature, and has hada 
romance which is almost public property. 
When he was quite a young man he fell in 
love with a married woman, and he has been 
faithful to her ever since. The object ofthis 
chivalrous devotion was the Countess Louise 
d’Aiten, a Hanoverian lady who became the 
wife of the late Duke of Manchester just about 
the time when Lord Hartington made his ap- 
pearance in London society. She was then a 
superb beauty, a tall, slender blonde, with 
fair blue eyes and charming features, and a 
stately womanliness that made her irre- 
sistibly attractive. She was one of three 
women who were called thirty years ago ‘‘the 
three beautiful duchesses,’’ the other two 
being the Duchess of Wellington and the 
Duchess of Sutherland, and, to those who 
admire blondes, she was decidedly the belle 
ofthe three. Lord Hartington is not a man 
todoanything by halves. When he fell in 
love he gave his whole heart to the woman 
whom he had made his goddess. The trifling 
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circumstance that she was another man’s 


He could wait; and, inany case, he had no 
desire to Marry any other woman. On the 
contrary, he was guite willing to forego all 
of transmitting his great name 
with all the titles and estates belongingto it 


to his posterity for the sake 
of what seemed a pefectly hope- 
less ‘attachment. His next brother, 


Lord Frederick Cavendish, was childless, 
and was subsequently stabbed to death by 
the Feniansin Phoenix Park. 

THE SUCCESSION DOUBTFCL. 


All the . family arrangements, there- 
fore, were made on the assumption 
that, on Lord Hartington’s death, 
the succession would gv to the 


youngest of the three sonsof the Duke of 
Devonshire, Lord Edward Cavendish, who 
was married and had three sons. That noble- 
man died suddenly in the early part of the 
present year, and there is now undoubtedly 
some risk of the succession ultimatety falling. 
Yet, Lord Hartington has shown no sign of 
changing his mind. The Duke of Manchester 
died more than a year ago, but con- 
trary to all expectation, not only has noen- 
gagement between Lord Hartington 
and the widow been announced, but an au- 
thoritative denial of any such thing has been 

ublished by Lord Hartington himself. The 

uchess is still a handsome woman, though 
only a sharowof her former beauty; but it 
must be assumed that if she married Lord 
Hartington there would be no issue of the 
marriage, and it is believed that she has re- 
fused her life-long adorer, froma sense of 
justice to him and his family. The late Duke 
of Manchester was a weak, simple-minded 
sort of man, not very happy in his domestic 
affairs and unfortunate in money matters; 
and Lord Hartington was a firm friend to the 
whole family, whoare incalculably indebted 
to himin many ways. Whenthe Duke died, 
rather unexpectedly, at Rome, Lord Harting- 


ton hastened to the widow’s side, re- 
Heved her of all anxieties and 
treated her and he belongings 


with the most delicate devotion, and ever 
since then her affairs have come under him, 
so to speak, as methodically a@s if they ‘*be- 
longed to his department.’’ For many years 
past the scandal mongers have made free 
with the Marquis of Harrington and the 
Duchess of Manchester, and after the O’Shea- 
Parnell divorce case the Irish organs, and 
even some’ of the Irish members, made ali 
sorts of brutal allusions to the affair as an ex- 
cuse for Mr. Parnell’s conduct, on the princt- 
ple of two biacks aeking awhite. But never 
a word was uttered on the other side, and ali 
right-minded people who Know anything 
about the persons and the circumstances are 
now willing to believe that the big, maniy 
heir of all the Cavendishes bas been as hon- 
orable and unselfish in love as he has been in 
politics, in sport. in businessand in ali the 
other relations of life.

A GREAT PARISIAN. 


ERNEST DENORMANDIE, LIFE SENATOR 
AND EMINENT FINANCIER. 


A Remarkable Old Man and His Life Work 
—Some Great Feats of Financiering— 
How He Became Governor of the Band 
of France—His Home Life. 


PaRIs, Dec, 6.—It wasin the house in the 
Rue de Sentier, famous as the home of Mme. 
ce Pompadour, that on Aug. 6, 1821, Ernest 
Denormandie, who is to-day considered in 
Paris as one of the ablest men of busi- 
ness and financiers of the day, was born. 
He has always said that it is to his 
bringing up inthis beautifal house that he 
owes his great love for arts in general and his 
supreme admiration of the art of the 
eighteenth century in particular. Mr. Ernest 
Denormandie is described by those whoknow 
Paris andthe Parisians best, as the best- 
known maninthecapital. Itissaid of him 
thatin a walk from the Rue Drouot to the 
Madeleine, down the boulevard, he has to 
take his hat offin answer to salutations at 
least 200 times. 

RAPID RISE. 

Mr. Denormandle after 1865 began to make 
rapid strides in importance as a public man. 
He was several times elected President of the 
Paris Chamber of Notaries, but as long as 
the empire lasted he deemed it advisable to 
abstain from politics. 

It may be said of politics, however, as of 
greatness, that while some men are born to 


bank for three years. In accepting the post 
he hadthe right to believe that he should 
occupy it all his life. It is by traditiona 
life nomination. Political considerations had 
never influenced the Governments of France 
in this respect, and in 1830, as in 1848, and as 
in 1870, though the regime had changed the 
new Governments respected the tenant of 
this office, although his politics were notort- 
ously different from theirs. Mr. Denormandle 
was not tobe respected. He was a victim of 
various political. intrigues into which it is 
unnecessary to enter. Suffice it to say that 
certain rsons having considerable infiu- 
ence On mobetta, at that time at the head 
of affairs. were able to Praecice the mind of 
a great minister agains r. Denormandile, 
whom the Radicals persisted in accusing of 
royalist tendencies. There were also certain 
private enmities to be satisfied. 

Seven years later, In March, 1889, a shot 
fired by the hand of adesperate man in one 
of those moments of supreme agony, when 
death is preferred to dishonor, found echoes 
in every corner of Paris; echoes that swelled 
and ultiplied tillaroar of disaster went 
through the length and breadth of thecity. 
The simple fait-divers that one Denfert 
Rochereau had shot himself, developed itseif 
with lightning-like rapidity into the stupen- 
dous panic, causing certitude that the Comp- 
toir d’Escompte, one of the largest banking 
houses in Paris, was in danger of a fall which 
would have Drought thousands of people 
with it—at the time, it Was sald, France her- 
self. 

On March 7 and 8 crowds of excited men 
and hysterical women fought like mad tigers 
round the entrance to the palatial building of 
the Comptoir in the hope to be in time to 
withdraw their funds from a house which 
now was well known wasaboutto go under 
through the mad speculations of its direct- 
ors, themselves more heavily punished, 
these by death, those by ruin, than ever spec- 
ulators yet were in the gloomy history of 
agio ahd fiancee.

POVERNMENT. THAT OF THE REPUBLIC 
whieh is the government 


of all and which all good 
citizens sincerely desire to found. There is only one 
uestion, that of public order, which none should 
esire to disturb, and that of respect for the law 
against which none may rebel. DENORMANDIE. 
**Paris, March 18, 1571.’’ 
One result of this proclamation was that 
the Communists became partic@arly anxious 
for a private interview with the courageous 
Mayor. The insurgents hunted him with 
keener chase than any other man tn Paris. 
The Mayor was, however, able to keep out of 
range of their chassepots, Dut it was not until 
the 21st of May following that he was able to 
return to Paris, from which at a moment of 
greatest perli to his life he had escaped. At 
that time street fighting was still going on all 
over Paris, in the Rue de la Paix, in the Place 
de la Concorde and in the Rue Royale, where 
the incendiaries had already begun their 
work. Half Paris was at that time a prey to 
flames.

Mr. Denormandie is a wonderful old man. 
He is over 70 to-day, but looks, walks and 
speaks as vigorously as a man of 4.

He has been married thirty-eight years. 
His wife wasa Mile. Parlu. like himself, the 
daughter of anexcellent bourgeois family. 
She is still an extremely handsome woman, 
with dignified manners and wonderful dark 
eyes. Like her husband, she has the secret of 
youth, They have three children, two sons 
and a daughter. The daughter is married 
to the Vicomte Ludovic de Saint-Paul de 
Sincay, a representative of one of the oldest 
noble families in France.

The Middle-Weight Championship of 
America to Be Decided To-Night. 


PAT CAHILL AND JIM BUTLER WILL SET- 
TLE THE QUESTION OF SUPREMACY. 


Distinguished Lights the Turf Has Lost— 
The Monmouth Park Management Con- 
templating the Abandonment of Their 
Magnificent Course—A Chance for 
Cigarette Smokers—Sporting News. 


The contest between Pat Cahill and Jim 
Butler, the crack middleweights, is exciting 
no end of comment among’ the amateur 
cracks throughout the East, as it will prac- 
tically decide the amateur middleweight 


championship. 
Cahill is one of the cleverest amateur 


boxers ofthe generation. His fame as a cool 
and scientific boxer in the ring 1s Known 
near and far. He is a hard hitter and is 
noted for the many knockouts he has scored 
during his brilliant career. 

He was born on Feb. 20, 1864, in Trenton, 
N. J., and is of Irish extraction. He in- 
herited his fighting qualities from his father, 
who was a noted boxer in his young days. 
Young Cahill won the American champion- 
ship in 1888 and has held the title ever since, 
although Butler, the man he is to meet to- 
night, was given a decision over him last 
winter. Pat is an active member of and 
represents the Scottish-American Athletic 
Club, Jersey City, in all his contests. 

Jim Butler hails from Brooklyn andisa 
member ofthe Varuna Boat Club. He first 
came into prominence asa boxer twoyears 
ago, defeating P. J. Kelly of the West Side 
Athletic Club, New York, inone round. Hls 
next appearance was ina ten-round special 
with Mike McAuliffe, whom he had helpless 
inthethird round. He then defeated J. J. 
Van Houten in four rounds. At the Varuna’s 
show last year he met and defeated Pat 


Cahillin a four-round special. Butler met 
Mike Callan of the National Athletic Club 
and after several rounds the contest resulted 
inadraw. In justice to Butler it can be said 
that Callan had the advantage in weight 
some sixteen pounds. 

Butler 1s a shifty fighter, depending largely 
on aright-arm half swing, which, if landed 
properly, is very dangerous. He is increas- 
ing in weight and feels. confident he will gain 
a victory to-night, Butler isa pupil of the 
ex-champion light-weight, Frank White,and 
shows considerable of the latter’s tricks in 
fighting. Thetournament at which the men 
will meet takes place at the Clermont Avenue 
Rink, Clermont avenue, Brooklyn. 

Last night Cahill had a set-to with Alex 

-Wilson, acolored amateur. He started in to 
knock out the latter, but near the close of the 
gecond round the negro landed on his mouth 
with terrific force. The blow broke Wilson’s 
arm. Cahilll’s lip was split and swelled very 
large, so that he willenter the ring to-night 
handicapped. 

M’CARTHY AND MURPHY. 

Cal McCarthy, the feather-weight, seems to 
bein great demand with all the sporting 
clubs, saysthe San Francisco Report. The 
California club has offered him $1,500 to meet 
Johnny Murphy, and the Olympic Club of 
New Orleans has raised this amount to 
$2,000. McCarthy is willing to meet Murphy 
at 115 pounds—weigh in six hours before the 
fight—andthe Olympic Club has already 
allowed him $150 expenses. Murphy, how 
ever, appears more anxious to fight in Call- 
fornia. Ina letter to one of his Eastern 
friends, Murphy, who is known in Boston, 
Says: 

‘‘Ihave been considering proposals from 

the California clubs, which, though not so 
tempting as this New Orleans purse, are still 
intheair. I should not careto decide this 
last matter off-hand. I wouid prefer to wait 
untilsomething was done out West. Asa 
matter of fact, I have been talking with

Carthy for a $2,500 purse, and I think the fight 

is well worth the money. We have fought 
before, are evenly matched, and asa fight it 
would be one of the finestin the business.

I would want about three 
weeks to train. The California business 
promised to be interesting. There was talk 
ofan unknown, whom I thought might be 
Billy Murphy of Australia, being pitted 
against me.

Miss May White’s Physicians Say She Is 
Recovering. 

STOCKBRIDGE, Mich, Dec. 16.,—May White, 
the young school teacher who was injured by 
afallin Ypsilante, and who has slept almost 
all the time for the last elghteen weeks seems 
to be slowly recovering. When sleeping she 
still remains perfectly rigid, but when awake 
she possesses full mental powers, converses 
with friendsand reads.

He 
has progressed rapidly in his chosen calling, 
and is considered a valuable adjunct to Port 
Jefferson society when at home. Capt. 
Maule, who commanded the Tamos, a three- 
masted schooner, chose him as mate because 
of his ability and trustworthiness. Last Sep- 
tember the Tamos sailed out of New York 
harbor nevertoreturn. The crew consisted 
of six men in addition to the captain and 
mate. After touching at various ports she 
proceeded to Jacksonville, where she took on 
a cargo of yellow pine, On Monday, Oct. 5, 
with the sun shining and a brisk breeze 
blowing, she started back. Everything 
promised fair for a prosperous voyage and 
‘*Gus’’ was particularly happy in anticipa- 
tion of an interesting event which he cx- 
pected would occur upon his return, 

When two days out, however, a sudden 
change occurred. Early inthe afternoon on 
Wednesday the sky became biack, and before 
the sails could be all properly reefed a hurri- 
cane was whistling through the rigging. At 
2 0’clock the next morning the vessel sprung 
a leak. The crew manned the pumps. A 
portion of the deck load of lumber had been 
swept away by the waves. In order to still 
further lighten her the crew alternated De- 
tween work at the pumps and throwing the 
ballast overboard. Meanwhile all the pro- 
visions on board had been destroyed by salt 
water, except a small quantity of hard Dis- 
cuit. For six hours the pumps were worked 
constantly, but the water inthe hold gained 
steadily and the men took refuge in the 
cabin-house. To add to their misfortunes 
both of the small boats had been smashed by 
the waves. There was not a day’s rations all 
told. The storm continued unabated during 
all of Thursday. The foremast snapped 
off during the afternoon, carrying with 
it a great mass of rigging. That night 
the bread was more than half gone, 
The Captain said: ‘*We’ll share alike, boys, 
till help comes or till we all go down.’’ Some 
rainwater was caught, but all hands suffered 
terribiy from the pangs of hunger. The sig- 
nal of distress had been hoisted and a look- 
out kept in eager watch for passing crafts. 
Just before darka sail was sighted. It wasa 
schooner bearing directly down upon the 
Tamos. The crew of the latter thought they 
could make out the forms of sailors on the 
Stranger’s deck. They yelled with all the 
energy their weak bodies would permit of, 
but the schooner changed her course in the 
gathering darkness and was soon out sight. 
Every scrap of bread had been eaten andalil 
that remained was a little water. 

The next morning at7 o’clock the lookout 
roused his companions with the giad cry of 
‘‘sailahead.’’ It was the German ship Car- 
mela, and Capt. Ahrens answered the signal 
of distress. The sea was still running 
so high that the rescuers were obliged 
to lie to until 5 o’clock in the afternoon be- 
fore a boat could be sentto the wreck. The 
exhausted men were taken from the Tamos 
and carried to Rotterdam after thirty-six 
days, during which a succession of storms 
were encountered. In the mean time a coast- 
ing steamer brought the news to New York 
that the wreck of the Tamos had been passed 
at sea and that all hands were probably lost. 
There was mourning in Port Jefferson for the 
brave sailor lad who had gone down. A rival 
of ‘*Gus,’’ however, managed to dry the eyes 
of a young woman and induce her to look 
resignedly at the fate of her lover. 

A short time agoa very quiet looking young 
man with a bronzed face stepped off a Long 
Island train at Port Jefferson and started up 
the main street. He was shortly afterward 
accosted by a young man, who seemed some- 
what startled, and said: 

‘*‘Why, old fellow. we thought you were at 
the ‘bottom of the sea,’ ’”’ 

‘*Not yet,’’ wasthe laughing reply, ‘‘but 
we were pretty near Davy Jones’ locker.’’ 

‘*By the way,’’ said his companion, after 
an interval of silence as they walked along 
together, ‘‘there ils a wedding in town to- 
night.’’ 

‘*Well, I wish joy to the couple,’’ respond- 
ed Gus. 

‘*We’ll pass the house’’ remarked the 
other, ‘‘but you had better not go in.’’ As 
they came near a familiar neighborhood a 
crowd standing near an Open door were 
watching a bridal party entering a carriage. 
Gus saw both and went on alone to his 
mother’s house.

her. They took hold of her and disarmed her 
by force.

The deputy started 
with his prisoner and did not stop until he 
struck a railroad, where be put him aboard 
and brought him here for safe-keeping, 
knowing that no county jail would hoid him 
any length oftime.

MOUND BUPLDERS’ RELICS, 


Hundreds of the Curious Examine the 
Rare Finds. 


CHILLICOTHE, O., Dec. 16.—Hundreds of 
people have come to see the mound builder 
relics, uncovered by Warren K. Moorehead 
last Monday. Of the five skeletons, lying side 
by side,two were covered witha sheet of 
copper 6x8 feet, A large, thick copper ax 
weighed forty-one pounds and in point of 
size and value exceeds any single specimen 
ever found in the United States. There are 
traces of gold in it. The cutting edgeis 7 
inches broad and very sharp. How it could 
have been fastened in a handle and used isa 
mystery. All the smaller copper axes are 
such as have been found before. Forty cop- 
per plates with mound builders’ cloths over 
them were found with the axes. A great 
copper eagle, 20 inches in diameter, -with 
wings outspread, beak open, talland wing 
feathers neatly stamped upon the copper sur- 
face, covered the knees Of one of the skele- 
tons. This is one of the most artistic designs 
ever found incopper. Remains of a copper 
stool about a foot in length and severa) 
inches in height lay near the head of one of 
the skeletons. The stool was Made out of 
wood and had been covered with sheet cop. 
per. Flint implements, bear tusks,sea she 
and other trinkets were also found,

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HIS HOLINESS SUMMONED. 


HE IS CITED TO APPEAR IN A FRENCH COURT AS 
A DEFENDANT. 

Panis, Dec. 17.—Yesterday there was begun 
before the Civil Tribunal of Montdidier a case ‘ 
of almost unique interest. His Holiness, Pope 
Leo XIII, has been summoned before the 
smallest tribunal in the French republic. 

On the 4th of July of Jast year there died at 
the Chateau de Moreull, Mme. de Pastoret, 
Marquise du Plessis-Bellier, leaving a fortunes 
of 10,000,000 francs, part of which consisted of 
the famous Chateau de Moreuil. 

By her will the Marquise left ’ope Leo XIII. f 
heir to the entire property, providing for his} 
unwillingness or inability through some tech- } 
nicality to accept this magnificent gift, when J 
it wasto goto Cardinal Kampolla. In case 
both the Pope and the Cardinal refused to 
succeed to her estates, then they were to be 
given to Count Alphonse de Colbert Turgis, 
with an injunction tocarry out the instruc- 
tions that the will contains. 

The natural heirs ofthe Marquise are cone 
testing the validity of the will. They urge 
that this legacy was made tothe Papal State 
and not to the Pope, and that this Is clearly 
shown by the care taken in selecting as sub- 
heirthe persons of Cardinal Rampolla and 
Count Colbert Turgis, and that such a dis- 
position is illegal under the French law. The 
outcome of the case is watched with much 
interest.

Miss Dashwood, one 
of the witnesses, corroborated this statement 
previously made as to the plaintiff’s move- 
ment on Feb. 19 and Feb. ®. Witness also 
said that she had seen the letters from the 
Hargreaves complaining of the loss of the 
jewels. 

Mrs. Sanders, a dress-maker, was corrob- 
orating the testtmony already given, when 
Justice Denman,, the presiding Justice, who 
caused so much amusement yesterday by his 
wordy onslaught against a number of barris- 
ters, who he declared were making sketches 
of himself and of the plaintiff, Mrs. Osborne, 
and he angrily sprang to his feet, and loudly 
assaulted the man who was sketching him, 
adding: ‘‘I won't have it; I will have the 
person turned o of court who takes such 
liberties with me. 

Mrs. Sanders then continued her testimony, 
saying that upon a certain occasion which 
she remembered Mrs. Hargreaves bad com- 
Diained of loosing a valuable ring, and was 
much disturbed about it. That lady, Mrs. 
Sanders added, afterwards found the ring 
referred to, and was sorry for the distur}. 
ance she had made aboutthe matter. Mrs. } 
Hargreaves, according to this witness, subse- 
quently lost a parcel, and while anxiously
